Reapers of the English newspapers 
during the Jast fow months cannot 
have failed to notice a disposition to 
be much less lenient to the shortcomings 
of officials at Lome and abroad, and to 
insist ou fuller inquiries into their 
conduct in office than would previously 
Lave boon thought becoming, Formerly 
a general, an administrator, or any one 
in the public service, who made 
mistakes or was inefficient, got off 
rather easily, He might be made the 
subject of a few leading articles, or of 
inquiries in Parliament, but either his 
patty—if he was a man of some political 
cousequence—the heads of the depart- 
ment under which he served, or his 
friends, managed to hide many of 
his blunders so that after a short 
time they were pretty well for- 
gotten, and the offender was scarcely 
the worse for the scrape he had fallen 
into. But it seems now evident that 
at least a large portion of the Press 
intends to be much more strict with 
public officials in future, So also will 
be mauy members of the House of 
Commons, especially that section in 
the presout Parliament who have very. 
little in common with the sentiment of 
the old whig or liberal party, to. which 
they are in the meantime affiliated. 
The reforming eyes of these gentlemen 
will be everywhere, scauning with 
severe glances the action or inaction 
of every part of the public service. The 
democracy, which is just beginning to 
feel its power in England, will like and 
approve this. ‘To mavy voters of the 
lower classes, it is some consolation to 
be set off against the hardship of 
paying taxes, that the meu they send 
to represent thom in the Commous can 
worry, aud perlups even abuse, those 
who are-paid with the public money. 
That these voters will fiud many per- 
sons ambitious of parliamentary life, 
who will carry out their instructions to 
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be vigilant and troublesome, is certain. 
Equally certain is it that future govern- 
ments will be compelled. to be more 
rigorous in their supervision of the 
public service, and less able to screen 
those who fail in the performance of 
their duties. 

The correspondence between the 
Secretary of State for India and the 
Vicoroy on tho deficit iv the Indian 
budget, which was lately presented to 
Parliament, contains language which is 
rarely seen in Government despatches. 
Some passages of Lord Hartington’s 
are very much in the style of the old 
slashing leading articles in the Times. 
No doubt his lordship thought the 
occasion so serious as to call for strong 
criticism and rebuke. But it may be 
doubted whether his pen would have 
boon so severe, had he not been aware 
that the public, or at least the demo- 
cratic part of it which has now great 
power among his supporters, would 
approve of his calling a spade a spade 
in good round terms. In another 
case it seems safe to infer that it is 
owing to tho resolve to bring to light the 
doings of those who have misconducted 
the affairs entrusted to thom, that a 
high official in In who was impli- 
cated in the blundering of the budget, 
has nob been permitted to resign. 
Farther explanations of bis share in it 
have been required from him, and until 
these are furnished the Government 
refuses to let him go free. Auother 
instance of the action of the same 
feeling, which we think pointed Lord 
Hartington’s criticism, is to be found 
in the debates initiated in the Lords by 
Lord Strathnairn on tho conduct of 
the war in Zululan General officers 
have, of course, criticised ono another's 
tactics before now, but there was always 
an esprit which made them confine their 
strictures to pamphlets which few vead, 
or to discussions in their clubs. 

It would bo easy to multiply recont 
instances of the effect of the deter- 
mination among at least a portion of 
those who influence opinion in the 
Press, and those who belong to their 
section of the party now in power, to 
sift the conduct of public men and to 
punish them for their errors, This 
activity may not continue, but while 
it does those who bring themselves 
within its power will be mnde very 
uncomfortable at the least. 

We have been lod to write thus, 
because we are sorry to say there 
is one part of the public service 
in China which is scarcely in a 
position to bear even friendly criticism. 
Tt hos hitherto escaped public auimad- 
version only becanse of that dislike 
to do what is certain to be unplea- 
sant to others, which has always been a 
characteristic of our communities. 
‘Wo bear a great deal rather than com. 
plain, Woe groan at tho delays in 
forwarding matters of great importance 
to us at Peking; and we vow and 
then discover excuses for our repre- 
sentatives there in the obstraction of 
the Chinese. It is true that public spirit 




















among us is often inert, and criticism 
on the conduct of our officials, disap- 
proval or condemnation of their actions, 
goes off in talk at dinner tables, or 
in other places where people casually 
meet. It is very rarely that any one 
thinks of writing to the newepapers with 
complaints of public institutions, or 
that we find ourselves called upon to 
comment upon the conduct of those 
who occupy official positions in our 
midst. Nor shall we doso now. But 
it seems to us that suitors in the 
Supreme Conrt have weighty claims to 
public sympathy arising out of the 
delays, to which, for one reason or an- 
other, they are subjected. We under- 
stand that certain cases, which were tried 
hore nearly twelve months ago, are still 
mndecided. In one of them, judgment 
was reserved on the 20th October of 
last year; it is still in strict reserve. 
Murmurs reach us from Japan of 
appeals which rest undecided, and one 
of these, from Yokohama, bas already, 
we are informed, reached the venerable 
antiquity of two years. A little 
energy on the part of the Court will 
not be thrown away if it puts an end 
to the condition of affairs which such 
delays indicate.

Old residents in China will be pleased to 
Jearn that Her Majesty has been graciously 
pleased to confer the honour of a Knight 
Commandership of the Order of the Bath 
on Mr. Henry B. Loch, 0.B., Governor of 
the Isle of Man, and who, it will be 
remembered, was captured and imprisoned. 
with Sir Harry Parkes, by the Chinese, 
when the allied forces were before Peking. 

Major Bridgford, R.M.A., was among 
the passengers who arrived on Friday by 
the M.M. Co.’s steamer Yang Tsé. He is 
the representative of the firm of Sir William 
Armstrong and-Oo., and in the firm’s 
interests he has come to China to give any 
information the Chinese may require in 
fixing and working the Armstrong guns 
which have lately been purchased by the 
authorities at Peking. He visited Canton 
on his way here, and to-day we under- 
stand he goes to the Kiangnan Arsenal at 
the invitation of the mandarins, After a 
short stay in Shanghai it is said that he 
proceeds to Tientsin and Peking, 

Among the passengers who arrived by 
the MLM, Co.'s steamor Yang sé was 
Mr. P. H. Hughes, who comes to take up 
his appointment as Consul at Shanghai. 
Mr. O. F. R, Allen, who has been officiating 
sinco Mr. Davenport's departure, goos to 
Newchwang, to relieve his brother, Mr. 
Herbert J. Allen, who is expected to go 
Home shortly on leave. Mr. Mowat, 
Assistant Judge of H.M.'s Supreme Court, 
also arrived by the Yang Tsé, and Mr, 
H. S. Wilkinson, who has been officiating 
during Mr. Mowat’s absence, left on 
‘Tuesday for Foochow in the Diomed. He 
goes on to Hongkong where he will meet 
the M.M. Co.'s steamer Sindh, in which ho 
proceeds to England on twelve months’ 
leave. 

Mr. E. L. Oxenham, who has been 
Acting Consul at Wohu, has assumed the 
duties of his post at Chinkiang, relieving 
Mr. T. L. Bullock, who proceeds to Wuhu. 

‘Unceasing as the efforts had beon to 
recover tho body of the late Sefior de 
Garay, Consul for Spain at Shanghai, who, 
as our readers aro aware, fell into the river 
while landing from a sampan at the Ming- 
hong Road jetty, opposite the American 
Consulate, shortly before noon on the 11th 
instant, no trace of it was found until an 
early hour on Thursday morning, the 14th 
inst., when a coolie discovered it floating on 
the surface close to the King-kee Wharf, 
at a distance of about 100 yards from the 
place where the deceased fell in. News of 
the discovery of the body was immediately 
sent to the Hongkew Police Station, and 
Inspector Stripling had it removed to the 
General Hospital, where it was searched, 
and $59 were found in the trousers pocket, 
The body, when discovered, was floating 
in an upright position, and the weight 
of these dollars was no doubt the cause. 
‘The friends of the deceased, and the Senior 
Consul, Dr. Focke, wore communicated 
with, and the latter circulated a notice in 
the forenoon informing the various Consuls 
that the funeral would take place at 4 
p.m., starting from the General Hospital. 
At this hour the flags at the different Con- 
sulates and those of the men-of-war in 
port were lowered to half-mast, and the 
Consuls, some other public officials, and 
personal friends of the deceased assembled 
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at the Hospital to pay a mark of respect to 
his memory in following his remains to 
the grave at the New Cemetery. After 
tho first portion of the Roman Catholic 
burial service, La levée du corps, had been 
performed by the Rev. Pére Couvrour, 
who is in charge of the Roman Catholic 
Church at Hongkew, of which the deceased 
was a member, a procession was 
formed, headed by twenty-five marines in 
white uniforms and about eighty sailors 
from the Spanish corvette Dofla Maria de 
Molina, from which vessel the deceased 
was'returning at the time he was drowned, 
Following the sailors walked the band from 
‘the same vossel ; then camo six priests, pre- 
ceded by a crucifix, with the incense and 
nave bearers on either side, and eight 
acolytes, attired in white and violet gowns 
with white surplices. Then came the hearse 
containing the coffin, which was covered 
by the Spanish ensign, with three pall- 
Dearers on each side, ‘These were, on the 
right, Dr. Focke, Consul-Genoral for Ger- 
many and Senior Consul; 0, F. R. Allen, 
Esq., H.M.'s Consul; and J. J, Heemskerk, 
Consul for the Netherlands ; those on the 
left being O. N. Denny, Esq., Consul- 
Goneral for the Unitod States ; E. Morel, 
Esq., Consul for Belgium; and J. Haas, 
Esq., Vico-Consul for Austro-Hungary. 
Following thehearso were the other Consuls, 
and representatives from all the men-of-war 
in port, and a large following of other 
prominont residents, Among those present 
we noticed His Excellency H. Serruys, 
‘Minister for Belgium; B. Garnier, Esq., Con- 
sul-General for France ; A. F. Pinto Basto, 
Esq., Consul for Portugal ; J. E. Reding, 
Esq., Consul for Russia; E, Shinagawa, 
Esq., Consul-Gonoral for Japan; Dr. 
Christiernsson, Vice-Consul for Sweden 
aud Norway; E. ‘Vouillemont, £sq., 
Ohairman of the French Municipal Council ; 
J. H. Hart, Esq., Commissioner of Cus- 
toms; W. H. Tapp, Esq, H.M.'s Registrar 
of Shipping ; representatives from H.ML.S. 
Pegasus, the French flagship hémis, the 
U.S. corvette Monocacy, the Russian men- 
of-war Nayecdik and Gornostay, and the 
Spanish corvette Dofia Maria de Molinu ; 
and the interpreters from most of the 
Consulates. The procession proceeded along 
tho Kiangso Road, up theMaloo, and turned 
along the Defence Creek, the streets ou 
route being lined with Chinese ; the band 
playing solemn music all the way. Pare 
Couvreur also officiated at the grave. ‘The 
cofin bore the inscription ‘Alberto de 
Garay, drowned, 11th October, 1880, aged 
86 years.” 

The Naples correspondent of the Daily 
News, under date of the 2nd September, 
writes as follows :—“The Minister of 
Foreign Affairs has received notice that 
the port of Fusan, in the Corea, has just 
eon opened to Italian commerce. Three 
years ago permission to trade was given 
only to the Japanese, ‘The concession now 
obtained is due to the efforts of the Duke 
of Genoa, commander of the Italian corvette 
Vittor Pisani, now cruising in the East. 
In order to appreciate the importance of 
the concession, it is only necessary to call 
to mind that in 1866 Admiral Rose, com- 
mander of the French fleet, and later on 
the American admiral, were unsuccessful in 











opening negotiations to a similar end.” 
Our information on the subject was to the 
effect that the Duke of Genoa failed to 
negotiate a treaty. 

In the House .of Commons on the 27th 
August, Sir Wilfrid Lawson asked the 
Secretary of State for India whether the 
important despatches on the Chefoo 
Convention, which the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs was expecting when he 
received the deputation from the Anti- 
Opium Society on 14th June, had been 
yet received ; and, if so, whether he was 
able to state their purport.—Sir C. Dilke 
said:—“TI regret that the despatches 
referred to by the hon, baronet have not 
been received, aud in justification of the 
statements made by my noble friend the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs and 
myself, I may state that on Gth May, Sir 
Thomas Wade telegraphed that the report 
in question would be forwarded by the 
French mail leaving Shanghai on the 19th 
of that month. As the despatches had not 
reached the Foreign Office at the end of 
July, Sir Thomas Wade was instructed to 
report when they had been forwarded, and 
he replied on the 11th instant that the 
report was not complete.” 

‘A telegram was received here on Friday 
stating that in the October elections 
for State officers, Ohio and Indiana had 
both “ gone strongly Republican.” This is 
regarded as important news, especially as 
regards Indiana, which has long been con- 
sidered as a Domocratio State by both parties. 
‘The Republicans have not been victorious 
in the October elections there for twelve or 
fourtoen years, although General Grant 
carried the State in the November elections 
of 1868 aud 1872; in the latter year by a 
majority of 10,000 votes. In the last 
Presidential election, the Democratic candi- 
date for Vice-President, Governor Hen- 
dricks, had a majority of 5,000 or 6,000. 
It is believed that the Democratic defeat 
this year is due to the personal unpopularity 
of the candidate for Vice-President, Mr. 
English, After the nomination efforts 
were made by the political managers of 
the party to induce him to resign his 
position in favour of Senator Macdonald, 
but he declined to do so. Mr. English 
belongs to Indiana himself, but is, however, 
what is known as a “hard money” man 
on the subject of finance, and the State has 
the reputation of being favourably disposed 
towards “soft money,” or “inflation.” 
Difference of opinion on this question 
between Mr. English and the leading 
men of his party in the State has perhaps 
had something to do with the defeat 
the Democrats have sustained. Ohio is 
generally considered a Republican State 
by a small majority, so that the victory 
there is not, by itself, likely to produce 
such important results. ‘The double 
victory is, however, expected to exert a 
great influence over the States of New 
York, New Jersey and Connecticut, in 
which the Democratic party is sufficiently 
strong for the Republicans to describe 
them as “doubtful.” It seems highly prob- 
‘able that these two Republican successes 
will influence to no small degree the result 
of the Presidential election in November.

Advices from Hakodadi, dated the 13th 
inst., state that the Lord of the Isles, the 
Gustav, and a small sloop called the Aleut (?) 
have been wrecked on the S. W. coast of 
Saghalien. 

‘The China Mail has received intelligence 
to the effect that the German steamer Asia, 
1,004, Captain Hansen, from Amoy for 
New York, has gone on shore on the Island 
of Socotra, and that 400 tons of tea are 
damaged. The fact that the telegram 
speaks of the tea to this amount only being 
damaged would lead to the presumption 
that the rest of the cargo is sate, and that 
the vessel has been got off. 

‘The British ship Martha, Captain J. A. 
Mitchell, belonging to the China Ship- 
owners’ Association, arrived at the Light- 
ship on the 15th inst., from Newcastle, 
N.S.W., after a passage of 43 days 22 hours, 
having left that port at 6 p.m. on the lst 
Soptember. She reached the equator on 
the 17th day after leaving port, oxperienc- 
ing 8.E. trade winds to that period of her 
voyage. Thence to 16° N., light S.E. to 
S.W. winds prevailed, and the weather 
was dark and rainy. The Mariana Group 
wore passed on the 7th, and the Loochoo 
Islands on the 13th inst. This voyage of 
‘the Martha was just ten hours longer than 
the corresponding one made by her last 
year. 

‘About one o'clock on Tuesday afternoon 
the s.s, Waverley arrived off the Naval 
‘Yard from Hakodate and cast anchor a short 
distance from H.M.’s corvette Modeste. 
We are informed that the strength of the 
tide caused her anchor to drag, and 
carried hor stern against the cutwater 
of the Modeste. Fortunately, the water- 
‘oat of the Modeste was alongside of her, 
and acted as a fender, else the results 
of the mishap might have been more 
sorious to both vessels. As it was they both 
sustained damage. The Waverley was in 
charge of a pilot at the time of the accident. 

‘The British three-masted schooner Auguste, 
Captain P. Thomsen, arrived, says the 
Daily Press, at Hongkong on the 10th 
inst, jury-rigged, having been in a typhoon. 
She reports :—Left Amoy on the 14th 
September. On the 17th, about 15 mil 
west of Samasanna Island by dead reckon 
ing, encountered a very severe typhoon. 
‘At 8 a.m, wind commenced from the west, 
barometer 29.00, then hauling through 
N.W.N. to N.E. At 1 p.m. barometer 
wind from the north, blowing a 
terrific gale, with sea from all quarters, 
ship entirely on her beam-ends and under 
water ; had to cut away the fore-mast to 
bring the ship to the wind, sea breaking all 
over the ship, washing away wheel-house, 
pinnacle, and boats, and smashing every- 
thing in the cabin and forecastle. At 8 
p.m., the wind began to moderate and 
barometer rose to 28.75. The next morn- 
ing sighted {wo men on a piece of wreck, 
‘but could not render them any assistance. 
Rigged up as much sail as possible and 
steered for Hongkong, and had fine weather 
and light breeze till arrival. On the 30th 
passed the British barque Livingston, 20 
miles $.E, of Samasanna, from Hongkong 





















to Newchwang. On the 3rd instant passed 
the German’ schooner H. Bremer, from 
Amoy to Tientsin. 

Writing on the probable return of Tso 
‘Tsung-t’ang to Peking, the Japan Herald 
says that if he arrives when Admiral 
Lessofsky is also in the capital, it would 
not be surprised to hear that resistance to 
Russian demands was made, and that 
negotiations were broken off, ‘There is a 
general expectation to the effect that Li 
and Tso, whose differences are now open, 
ill proceed in their quarrel to extremiti 
Li has, however, a large army in Chihli, 
and 'Tso’s troops are far away from Peking. 
However the dispute with Russia may end, 
it is probable that the differences between 
the various parties of Chinese polities 
will end in a serious struggle for power 
and ascendancy. If the Chinese provinces 
could be consulted, it would be seen. no 
doubt that Tso has by far the largest 
number of adherents and sympathisers, 
and that Li has a much smaller hold on the 
affections of the Chinese peoples. 

‘The most ancient astronomical phenome- 
non of which any record lias been 
preserred by history or tradition appears 
to be a solar eclipse mentioned in the 
earliost annals of the Chinese, In the last 
century astronomers became acquainted 
with the allusion to it which is found in the 
Chow-king, or Sha-king, a work of the 
highest antiquity, by the learned labours 
of the Jesuit missionaries in Chini—De 
Mailla and Gaubil ; and there seems to be 
little difference of opinion among modern 
students of Chinese literature regarding 
the correctness of Gaubil’s interpretation. 
In the latest translation, by ‘T. Leggo, in 
The Sacred Books of China, published in 
1879, as the third volume of the Oxford 
edition of “The Sacred Books of the East,” 
the passage specially referring to tho 
colipse is rendered, ““. . . On tho first 
day of the last month of autumn the sun 
and moon did not meet harmoniously in 
Fang . . .” (Bang beinga certain part 
of the heavens defined by two stars in tho 
constellation Scorpio); and the revised 
edition of Gaubi ion in Pauthier’s 
Lés Livres sacrés de U Orient (Paris, 1875) and 
other translations agroe very nearly. In 
his Dissertation sur Eclipse solaire rapportée 
dans le Chou-King, Gaubil had tried to 
determine the time of the eclipse by means 
of the lunar and solar tables which were 
available to him. He fixed upon 11th 
October of the year 2135 B.C. as the true 
date; and this date was accepted as settling 
the early chronology of China, though 
other years,. especially 2188 B.C., found 
decided advocates. In 1840, Largeteau, 
making use of better tables, came in his 
Etudes sur UAstronomie indienne et sur 
VAstronomie chinoise to the conclusion 
that there was indeed an eclipse on 
the day stated, but before the rising of the 
sun at the then capital of China, and that 
the eclipse of 2128 was still less applicabl 
so that the chronology became ag 
unsettled. Lately, Professor von Oppolzer, 
of Vienna, has examined all the eclipses 
which have occurred ; when the sun was in 
or near Fang, during the three centuries 
between 2200 and 1900 B.C., and he has 
published his results in the Monatsberichte 





























of the Berlin Academy of Sciences, There 
were thirty-four such eclipses of which; 
however, only six or seven were found 
deserving closer examination, asthe ele- 
ments of the others showed at onco that 
they would not give atiy considerable eclipse 
for China. There is some doubt about the 
place of residence of the Emperor Tchong- 
Kang, or, as the name is now written, 
Kung Khang, in the fifth year of whoso 
reign the eclipse is stated to have occurred, 
but the question at issue will not be much. 
affected by it. The result at which Oppolzor 
arrives is that it may be accepted with a 
high degree of probability that the eclipse 
alluded to in the Sha-King ocourred on the 
morning of 22nd October, in the year 2137 
B.O. ‘The eclipse was an annular one, the 
annular track traversing China, and eight 
or nine-tenths of the solar disk were 
covered at auy of the threo places which 
were capitals of China during the Hin 
dynasty. For the present, however, 
Oppolzer’s conclusion cannot be received 
without reserve, Tho eoliptical tables 
employed in his computations represent 
the results of Hansen's lunar tables, and 
the defects of the latter will have to be 
cleared up sufficiently before conclusions 
drawn for such remoto times ean be 
accepted with confidence, —Academy. 

We take the following paragraph from 
the World, supporting, as it does, the view 
we took a short time ago in regard to Mr. 
Boulger’s recent article in the Nineteenth 
Centiery on the “Future of China” 

“Englishmen who aro watching the 
progress of affairs in the Far Enst should 
be careful not to take thoir view of the 
real condition of the Chinese Empire from. 
such a paper as that in the Nineteenth 
Century on the ‘Future of China’ ‘The 
author has evidently never been in: the 
country, He takes his account of the 
Chinese army from Timkowsky, a Russian, 
who wrote ‘fifty years ago.’ Ho is 
ignorant of the very careful description 
of the military forces of the Enipiro 
written by our present Minister at Peking, 
who has not only been nearly forty 
years in the country, but who is one of 
the first Chinese ‘scholars, and was a 
working soldier—having been adjutant 
of a regiment of which Lord Clyde was 
the c»mmanding officer—before he became 
adiplomatist. ‘The author, moreover, has. 
no knowledge of the great’naval dockyard 
near Foochow, founded by M. Giquel- of 
tho French navy, at which nearly a score 
of sea-going ships of war of tho smaller 
classes and their machinery have been 
constructed. He speaks of the naval arsenal 
at Kiangnan, near Shanghai, as though it 
had been just established ; whoreas it has 
been in existence over ten years. He 
nalieves that nearly all the ammunition, ‘if 
bot all,’ required for the army is obtained 
from it; the fac being that the great 
cartridge factory of China is at Tientsin, 
hundreds of miles away. He supposes 
that no artillery is manufactured elsewhere 
than at Kiangvan in ignorance of the gun 
factory at Nanking, established by Dr. 
Macartney, at present Seoretary of Legation 
in London. He says tho ‘Chinese navy 
consists only of foreign-purchased vessels ;’ 
not being aware that two steam frigates 
were built years ago at Kiangnan, ‘besides 
the whole fleet turned out at Foochow. 
The small-arms factory at Kianguan, he 
says, is ‘not yet in full working order,’ 
whereas in 1873 it was turning out breech- 
loaders at the rate of five hundred a 
week.”

ENCROACHMENTS ON THE HWANGPOO. 


Tue British Association has outlived 
the sneers of its detractors. Its present 
flourishing condition may be taken as 
a proof that it troly supplies a want. 
If its public mectings aro somewhat 
suggestive of a mutual admiration 
society, its grants of funds enable 
y series of experimentsand investiga- 
tions to be carried out in a moro satis- 
factory and systematic mavner than 
could otherwise be done, Not the least 
of its advantages is the opportunity 
which it offers year by yenr to one or 
other of our great scientific authorities 
to deliver an address to the nation. It 
is not often that we are startled as we 
were a fow years ago, when a great 
uatural philosopher and experimentalist 
plunged headlong into the abyss of 
religions controversy from which he 
finally rescued himself by something 
very like a recantation. As a general 
rule we have a lecture on the subject 
to which the author has devoted a life- 
time of study, and in which by common 
consent he is admitted'te have excelled, 

This year the subject was geology. 
Tt may seem but a bald and tame 
couclusion to such an address for the 
sponker to say that he has endeavoured 
to show that all tho great geological 
changes of the past have been accom. 
plished by tho operation of the same 
forces which are operating at present, 
To many of bis hearers aud his readers 
the statement may seem hardly to 
require any proof. Yot not a few, 
not only of the general public, but of 
geologists who bave studied the matter 
closely, still believe that in the mountains 
and valleys, the seas and the lakes of 
the world, they see the results of mighty 
convulsions of a character with which 
any of the changes at present occurring 
cannot bear comparison. It is true 
that Professor Ramsay did not attempt 
to suggest what may have taken place 
in the very earliest ages, but back as 
far as the Laurentian strata, back, that 
to a date before the existence of the 
Andes or the Himalayas, the mountain of 
Switzerland, or the prairies of America, 
before, in faot, the existence of any of 
the continents as we now kuow them, 
the forces of nature were, as he tells us, 
fashioning the Jand and sea into their 
presont forms as slowly and as silently, 
but as surely, as they are doing to-day. 
Bat if thie be so, the changes of to-day 
muat be evident to those who take 
trouble to look for them. We have 
not to look far. Ouly the other day 
we noticed in this journal that a 
paper bad been read at a mecting of 
the Asiatic Society, pointing out that 
at the present rate the whole of the 
Yellow Sea and the Gulf of Pechili 
would be filled up in 34,000 years by 
sediment from the great rivers of China. 
34,000 years is a long time, but it is 
not a time beyond our powers of 
comprehension, and the action which in 





























that time will move the const of China 
to the shores of Japau is, one may say, 
visible to the naked eye. That 
process ia gradually turning the sea- 
ports into inland cities is evident to 
the most casual observer. The rivers 
will donbtless still maintain channels 
sufficient to carry off the inland water, 
but the same cannot hold true of tidal 
estuaries. It does not follow that 
Shanghai is in immediate danger of 
extinction, Many aud many a genera- 
tion will have passed away before the 
gradual advance of the sen-board will 
have turned the Settlements at Shang- 
hai into a village on the bauks of a 
creek, but the action of these great forces 
of nature is not necessarily uniform, and 
auy local disturbance tending to make 
Shanghai receive more than its due 
share of attention from the great 
Yangtsze may bring sudden destruction, 
In 1879, the Bar at Woosaug became 
mach shallower than it had been for 
years, and as yet there is uo sign of 
improvement. We by no means go so 
far as to say that this diminution of 
depth is necessarily porrunnent, but it 
rightly enongh causes considerable 
apprehension for the future, But 
while we are bemoaning our fate it 
may be worth while to consider how 
fav we may be answerable for it. No 
one supposes for a moment that the 
mouth of the Hwangpoo is kept open 
by the inland waters, If it were, 
nothing would be simpler than to 
contract the width of the river until 
any required depth was obtained, but 
it is known that the amount of inland 
water is too small, one might say 
too infinitesimal, to effect such a result. 
The mouth is kept open by the tidal 
water that enters aud flows out again. 
Bverything that diminishes the width 
of the river so far diminishes the 
amount of tidal water that enters and 
so far diminishes the depth on the Bar. 
We did not raise a protest against 
embauking the foreshore of the Bund; 
the numerous jetties had already done 
80 much to-attract a deposit of silt that 
the ground was already nearly at bigh- 
water level, and the effect of the altera- 
tion was to change a muddy bank into 
a pleasant grass plot without doing any 
grent damage to the river. But as we 
have said, it caused uo damage, only 
becanse the damage was already done. 

Now there is a proposal to carry out 
further embankiug operations uear the 
Japanese Consulate, How far the object 
in view justifies this proceeding may be 
a matter of opinion, but we look upon 
all such embanking as a matter 
requiring the gravest consideration. We 
lave nob much sympathy with a China. 
mau who encroaches ou a road to 
improve his garden or enlarge his 
paddy-field, bat encroachment ou a 
navigable channel is a really much 
more serious affair. We do not presume 
to speak with authority on such a 
subject, but we canuot help having an 
unpleasant suspicion that in omitting 
to take precautions against silting of 
foreshores and in continually assisting 





























that process and lookiug upon the 
result as go much territory gained, we 
are slowly but surely killing the goose 
that Jays the golden eggs by a coarse 
of uegleot and slow poison, 








SAIGON. 
Enauish passengers by the French mail 
steamers have a gradge against Saigon, 
The stoppage there is a delay and a 
grievance, and they denounce the heat 
and the mosquitoes, the lack of extensive 
commorce and the glare and pretension 
of military rule which characterise the 
French settlement with a satire and 
a fervour that are partly begotten 
of prejudice, and partly the growth of 
ennui, They turn over the pages of 
the bulky dictionary of history and 
geography, which reposes on the saloon 
table of the steamer, and rend tho 
description of the great port of the 
Annamite Empire with an ill-concealed 
sueer on their lips. This unfavourable 
impression has some trath for its basia, 
but it bas also some exaggeration in 
its expression. When we find tho 
somewhat antiquated, but still nconrate, 
Mous. Bouillet dilating on the regular 
streets, the numerous pagodas, the 
palace of the Governor, the strong 
citadel built by the Freneb, the large 
and handsome magaziues of rice, the 
arseval, and the canal which j the 
Dounsi to the Meikon and communioat. 
with Cambodia, we contrast tho vast 
ground plan aud the meagre perform. 
ance, and give a verdict in favour of 
the many colonies of our own conntry 
which does scauty justice to the French 
settlers. If, however, wo can peranado 
ourselves to look at Saigon fairly, and 
to see the material at the command of 
the colonists, we shall retract some of 
our free criticisms. There is, we are 
bold to say, much to admire in the 
administration of Saigon. It is “a 
place of arms,” perbaps, when it 
professes to be a placo of trade, 
but it is destined, if we aro not greatly 
mistakeo, to play an important part in 
history. It is impossible to avoid 
admiring the order and decoram of its 
aspect. It isacolony governed on a 
distinct system. The Governor, M. Do 
Villiers, is a civilian, for the Republican 
bias of the nation resented the govern- 
ment of an admiral, but if the oon- 
templated operations against Tonquin 
are carried ont, as they will be at an 
early date, it will probably be found 
convenient to revert to the old régime, 
with naval or military authorities at 
the head of affairs. However, the civil 
government Las been in the main very 
thoroughly carried ov, though, owing 
to the dangerous character of the 
climate, the officials come out only for 
two years, which is a great misfortune as 
directly a man knows his business he 
is recalled. ‘There is a premium given 
to the “administrators” who remain 
for ten years (with short periods of 
furlough) at their posts, and thus 
many of the officinls have the ex 

ence of old hands, ‘The colony is ruled 
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on the communal system. Each dis- 
trict has its administrator with his 
summary Coatt, his gaol, his school, his 
little church, and all the apparatus of 
what, for want of a better term, we will 
call parochial role, ‘The ronds up to a 
recent date were taken care of by the 
administrator of the communal district 
through which they passed. ‘The 
revenue is large,as may be guessed when 
we say that six million fraucs are 
derived annually from the opinm and 
spirit farms. Every Chinaman pays 
a poll-tax of five dollars. ‘I'he bulk of 
the revenue is of course derived from 
rice. There are threo newspapers 
under the control of the Censor, but 
some licence is permitted to the leader- 
writers, as is proved by the strictures 
on the officials that from time to time 
find a place in the Saigon Journal. 
Av Independant organ exixted but for 
a brief space, For some time the lead- 
ing idea of the Governor has been the 
making of a railway into Cambodia. 
This will be a work presenting lnrge 
and frequent engineering difficulties, 
and holding out scanty prospects of 
productive returus on the money 
expended. Still, though the railway 
may ot be made to-day or to-morrow, 
it ia one of the things that must inevit- 
ably come, and we shall not perhaps 
have long to wait for it. The annexa- 
tion of Annam is one of those events 
which may be looked for at any time. 
‘Theecclesinstical influence of the French 
missionaries in the Empire is enormous, 
and as the secular aud religious aims 
of the missionaries have been allowed 
imperceptibly to approach a consumma- 
tion without checks from rival European 
Governments, it is probable that the 
conquest of the sword has been prepared 
for gradually by the efforts of the 
priests. In Aunam the high ecclesiastics 
are men of great power, and their 
numerous and docile flocks will be 
gradually prepared to nequiesce should 
the country come under French sway. 
The recent erection of a superb cathedral 
at Saigon, which is thronged with 
Annawites, and the enlistment of a 
numerous army of natives by the 
seoular arm all point iu one. way, and 
Saigon will soon become a place of far 
more importance than the numerous 
class of Englishmen who sneer at the 
French as “uon-colonists” imagine. 
The communal system of government 
where each “administrator” is respon- 
sible for the district assigned him, and 
where he bas an efficient group of 
civil, ecclesiastical and educational 
agencies at his command, works ama- 
zingly well in Saigon, as it works in 
British Burmah. The burden of govern- 
ment is lightened, and-each village and 
hamlet is brought into direct commani- 
cation with its head. If in the fulness 
of time, China allows berself to learn 
lessons from the West other than those 
fiscal and warlike ones she is'so rendy 
to listen to, sie may borrow much from 
the close and practical contact between 
ruler and ruled which prevails iu 
Saigon, though it may be needful to 























multiply checks against abuse and to 
introduce modifications of system sug- 
gested by differences of race, climate 
and past history. 





IRELAND AND PENIANISM. 
‘Waar little news reaches usby telegraph 
of affairs in Ireland is by no means 
reassuring, and the latest despateh that 
the Government barracks in the west 
of Ireland are being prepared for the 
reception of the largest possible number 
of troops is of a most alarming nature. 
That the rejection by the Upper House 
of the Compensation for Disturbance 
Bill has added fuel to the flames which 
sprang from the almost: famine of last 
year is evident. That the bill itself 
violated all our English notions of 
political economy is undeniable, but 
the Prime Minister informed the Lower 
House that part of Ireland was within a 
measurable distance of insurrection, and 
on that ground begged the House to 
pass it. Had he renlised how strong 
would be the opposition in the House of 
Lords, it is possible that the Bill would 
have never been introduced; for its 
rejection hasdone more harm than would 
have followed if the question had never 
beon broncbed. Rightly or wrongly, 
the Ti eves that he has a 
right ii the land going far deeper than 
the conditions of his lense ; that, in fact, 
he has a kind of concurrent ownership 
with that of the landlord, and that to 
evict him, if the misfortune of a rnined 
harvest makes it impossible for him to 
pay his reut, is an oppression which he 
is justified in resisting to the death, 
It is m form of tenaney which still 
exists in India, which once existed all 
over Europe, but which bas died out 
in England, and with which the 
English people appears now unable to 
sympathise; but it exists in one form 
legally in tho north of Ireland, as the 
Ulster tenant-right, and it would almost 
seem as if there would uever be peace 
in Ireland until either this tenant-right 
is granted to the rest of the country, 
or until the present population is 
exterminated. The lntler is an alterna. 
tive which no wise statesman can 
entertain ; and it is not to the interest 
of England to drive to the United 
States a constant crowd of hereditary 
enemies to her rule. It is the object 
of the Land League to procure this 
tenaut-right, and they were willing to 
be satisfied for a time with the very 
mild provisions of what was known as 
the ‘Disturbance Bill.’ Bat if we may 
believe a long letter whieh appenred in 
the New York Herald of 12th August, 
the lish Government in Ireland 
threntened with a worse enemy than 
the Land League. 

‘This enemy is the Fenian revival 
known as (he Irish Republican Brother- 
hood, whose avowed object is 
establishment by foree of the Irish 
Republic. The author of the letter 
premises that it speaks well for the 
brotherhood that its working and con. 
stitution are so successfully cunceuled, 



































and he proceeds with true Irish consis- 
teney to give a detailed history of its 
organisation and a description of its 
leaders. It bas taken up, under tho 
guidance of more than one well-known 
Irish member of Parliament, the dropped. 
threads of the Fenian conspiracy, and 
since its re-organisation in 1868 bas 
made sure but steady progress, ouly 
interrupted by two side issues with 
which it bas no sympachies—the Home 
Rule movement and the Land League ; 
and in this antagonism between the 
various agitations with which Ireland 
is afflicted, lies probably a part of the 
secarity of English rule, Every mem- 
ber of it, who must be auly proposed 
and seconded and certified to be a fit 
aud proper condidate for admission, 
pays at least 8d. weekly towards tho 
cost of arms, and 1d, monthly to defray 
expenses, while he is linble to immediate 
expulsion if he betrays its seorels, or 
speaks disrespectfally to or of its 
officers. It is divided into circles 
under centres, the duty of the contre 
being to lake charge of the arms, to 
watch over the fealty of his circle, aud 
to appoint the necessary subordinate 
officers, The members are not allowed 
to keep or carry the arms provided for 
them, which are in the sole charge of 
the coutre, and he and two other officers 
of the circle are alone allowed to know 
of their place of storage. But as con- 
spirators are proverbially mistrusifal of 
each other, the members are instructed 
to appoint a committes of inspection 
before whom the arms must bo pro- 
duced wheu required. Impelled by the 
same mistrust, the constitution obliges 
the centre to appoint a vigilance com. 
mittee who actas spies ou the members 
of the circle, aud who are to be 
unknown to the members and to each 
other. A black list is drawn up of 
Government spies, informers, and 
enemies to the brotherhood generally, 
and any member holding any com- 
munication with a black sheep is 
ineontineutly expelled from the circle, 
le any officer or member losing or 
mislaying any compromising document, 
such as the rules of the association, is 
for ever banned from the LLR.B. The 
above is given as a summary of the 
forty-nine rules of the brotherhood ; 
and it is curious that with all these 
precautions, the rules are given in full 
in the New York Herald, where they 
are perfectly accessible to whoever 
cares to know them. 

‘The object of this conspiracy being 
the forcible destruction of British rule, 
it is obvious that it cannot ally itself 
with the Home Rule party or the Land 
League. The Home Role party is willing 
to allow the supremacy of England in 
high polities, if Ireland may be allowed 
to manage its interual affairs; but the 
Irish Republic seeks absolute indepon- 
dence. ‘The object of the Land League 
is the suppression of landlords and the 
creation of a peasant proprietary ; but 
the new conspiracy wants tho ‘assist. 
ance of the landlords because they 
we rich, aud would be the nataral 
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officers in the movement, while peasant 
proprietors would soon become seomen, 
aud would feel little desire to waste 
their lives and substance in such 
& Quixotic euterprise. Qui zonam 
perdidit, ibit.” There are at present, 
we are informed, 36,000 paying merm- 
bors in Ireland, and nenrly 12,000 in 
England and Scotland, making a total 
of 48,000 men, of whom 12,000 are 
armed with Snider rifles, But their 
military chest is but scantily furnished 
with £800—hardly enough to begin a 
campaign on. 

If the matter were not so serious, if 
the Irivh peasantry were not so rendily 
incited to deeds of blood hy interosted 
guides, who generully succeed in taking 
good care of their own snfety, this 
reported orgnisation would be merely 
Tnnghable; aud the best way would 
seem to be for the Government to 
encourage secretly all three of the 
agitations, in the hope that they would 
cut each other’s throats. A good harvest 
this yeur may do somethiug to quiet 
tho disturbed minds of the peasantry ; 
meanwhile the Irish question, the bad 
logacy of a long period of misgovern- 
ment, requires the exercise of the 
highest statesmanship for its solution. 








‘THE AFGHAN CAMPAIGN. 


Inis now considerably over a month since 
Reutor’s Company gave us auy news of 
the Afghan campaign, ‘The last two 
messages, received here on the 4th aud 
the 9th September, gave us the cheer- 
ing information of the signal defeat 
of Ayub Khan and the capture of his 
uns, One of them told us also that 
ton thousand, the other that no prisouers 
had been taken, ‘The latter account 
seems the more probable, as it is difficult 
to see what our armies in Afghanistan, 
thomselves fiuding it no easy task to 
keep up the necessary supplies of 
provisions and fodder, would do with 
ten thousand prisoners. Of General 
Phayre’s advance to Caudabar, no news 
has been vouchsafed us; and it will be 
very interesting to know what has 
become of Ayub Kban himself, aud 
what disposition bas been made of the 
large English forces which the arrival 
of Generals Roberts aud Phayre have 
concentrated at Candubar, It shows 
with how little intelligence our supply 
of telegraphic information is directed, 
that the ouly news we have received 
from India by that agency for more than 
amonth isthe information of theappoint- 
ment of General Roberts, “Fighting 
Bobsy,” to the Commaudership-in-chief 
at Madras, 

Now that we know how thoroughly 
the march of General Roberts from 
Cabul to Candahar has succeeded, it, is 
amusing to read the auxivus doubls on 
the wisdom of the march expressed 
both in Parliament aud the Press. Sir 
‘William Palliser, himself « soldier, was 
the mouthpiece of the Colonels in the 
House of Commons, who regarded it as 
a foolhardy exploit, which could only 
eod in a disaster from which the 

















present Government could bardly 
expect to recover. The very men who 
light-heartedly approved the commence- 
ment of the Afghan war, were, when 
the Inst mail left Home, exclaiming 
against the rashuess of sending General 
Roberts on an expedition which was 
safely accomplished by General Nott 
in 1842, and by Sir Donald Stewart 
in the present war. -“ Fighting Bobsy” 
had with him ten thonsand picked men, 
a fair proportion of them Europenns, 
with all provisions for thirty days, and 
his march was through a well-supplied 
country in which no serious opposition 
wns expected: but the fact that he wax 
marching er Lair, as it ix enlled, that is, 
with no base ou which to retreat if 
necessary, struck with horror the 
retired heroes in the Houses of Parlia- 
ment, That audacity is a great element 
of success in such expeditions ; that 
Cesar, Napoleon, Sherman, all far. 
nished favourable precedents for the 
slep, was forgotten: and it was equally 
overlooked that Sir Donald Stewart 
and General Roberts himself were as 
mach in favour of the march as the 
Viceroy aud his military advisers. Its 
success will doubtless Lave restored 
whatever loss of prestige Colonel Bur- 
rows’s defeat may have occasioned ; aud 
will have been another proof that if, 
fas often bappens, small commands are 
allowed by our own carelessness or 
andue depreciation of our foes, to be 
defeated, a severe retribution inevitably 
follows. 

We are anxious to learu now what 
the present Goverument propose to du 
with Candabar, In acknowledging 
Abdul Rahman as Ameer of Cabul, we 
speciully excepted Cuudahar and its 
neighbourhood, muiuly because it was 
considered that it could bo ensily 
retained, and would become under our 
protection a great commercial contre, 
its population aud that of the surron: 
ing country being eupposed to be very 
friendly to our role The defeat of 
Colonel Barrows and the subsequent 
investment of the city, have shown that 
oar hopes were fallacious, and it appears 
uow that if we propose to retain 
Candahar; we mnst keep a considerable 
foree in the city itself, aud spend no 
small army iu keeping open its com- 
munications with India. ‘The criminal 
folly of this last Afghan war is at Inst 
proved; to retin the country would 
require the constant presence of au 
army at an expense in men aud money 
which India cannot, and England will 
ot, afford, Sic Herbert Edwardes, 
no wenn anthority, las shown by a 
forcible illustration that in quarrelling 
with the Afghaus aud invading their 
couutry, we bave been playing into the 
houds of Russia. “If,” he says, “ you 
had « swamp between you and y 
enemy, would you cross it to aitack 
him, or allow him to cross it to attack 
you?” ‘There is only one answer to 
the question; Afghanistan was the 
swamp hetween us and our supposed 
enemy, Russia; the late Viceroy decided 
to try aud cross it with a view of 






















































attacking Russia, It has helped 
to drown himself and the Govern- 
ment which appointed him; it is the 
task of the new Viceroy to geb out 
of it as soon as he cau with honour. 
This Afghan war has proved again 
the old truism, that if a man does not 
want to be friends with you, it is nob 
advisuble to try aud thrash him into 
friendliness. Success ix with many 
people the test of wisdom, aud it is 
therefore forbunate for the new Viceroy 
that the evacuation of Cabul and the 
march to Candahar have resulted so 
favourably ; but they would have been 
wise steps even had they failed, 
Whether Abdul Rahman will be ablo 
to maintain himself on the throne time 
alone enn show; of the various available 
pretenders he was the most eligible, 
and ho at least succeeded in reaching 
Cabul without any help from us, That 
his reign will be any assistance to 
Russian aggression we do not for a 
moment believe, for the Afghans have 
shown us again, as mountaineers have 
so often done before, that poor as their 
country may be they will fight to the 
death for its independence. 








THE CHANNEL PASSAGE. 

Even at the distance of 10,000 miles 
there must be many who cannot 
gether forget the horrors of crossing 
the English channel. The walk from 
the train to the boat in the drizzling 
rain with so mavy bundles and packages 
that if oue bad twenty hands there 
would hardly be one to spare for an 
uumbrella ; the wretched passage ou deck 
where in bad weather one often site, 
nominally kept dry by a luge oil-skin 
coat, or the still more wretched passage 
in the fetid atmosphere of the cabin, 
finishing up with the horrible crush 
at landing, where everyoue seems to 
be impressed with the idea that if a 
number of people wish to disombark 
quickly tho first step is to wedge them. 
selves into a compact mass in which 
no one can move. We would not 
suggest for a moment that any of 
our readers who beloug to the sex 
which suffers most on such occasions 
can remember the Channel passage 
anything but what it is, but there 
must be many of the sterner sex 
here who knew it at all events in the 
days when it was no uncommon thing 
for the steamer to be unable to enter 
Calais harbour, aud regardless of 
weather, passengers and luggage had 
to be transferred into a boat little 
bigger than a steam launch, 

From time to time attempts ab 
improvement have been made. At 
Dover and Calais, Boulogue and 
Folkestone, barbours have been deepened, 
or piers exteuded, and with better 
harbours have come better boats, To 
the Bessemer we need uot allude, but the 
Dicey system has held its own thongh 
it bas uot superseded the older model. 
Quite lately we have an account of 
the trial of the Albert Victor, 
ship which will undoubtedly shorten 
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the passage, and to some 
mitigate the discomforts of the journey. 
Bat it is clear that until a railway 
company can advertise London to 
Paris, without change of carriage, no 
‘one will be satisfied. Far be it from 
us to suggest that thereafter every- 
body or avybody would or even should 
bo satisfied ; we only choose that particu- 
lar epoch as one when the public and 
the railway companies may both, as 
it were, halt to take breath, and 
refresh themselves for further efforts. 
Schemers and promoters have 
attempted to reach this goal by two 
different roads, ‘The system of carrying 
railway carriages in steamers has been 
in use in Scotland to a small exteut for 
a very long period, and in America to 
a great extent for a period not much 
shorter. ‘The system is also employed 
on the continental lakes and elsewhere. 
The Central Pacific Railrond Com- 
pany have lately completed a very 
large boat for carrying trains across 
one of the Straits near San Francisco. 
‘Tho boat is 424 feet long and has on 
its deck four lines of rails, capable 
of taking tweuty-four largo American 
passenger carriages. ‘Though the dis- 
tance over which the trains have to be 
ferried in ‘this case will fall far short 
of the distance traversed on some of 
the lakes, the difficulties to be over- 
come and the size of the steamers will 
make this railway ferry among the 
most important: in the world, From 
time to time daring the last fifteen 
years really bond fide attempts have 
been made to innugnrate some such 
scheme for the channel passage. The 
difficulties are, we believe, by no menus 
insuperable. Railway carringes would 
doubtless be troublesome deck cargo, 
but not so bad xs 80-ton guus. No 
doubt considerable forcthonght would 
bo required in the matter of selecting « 
carringe, Would it be wise to take a 
smoking carriage in hopes of securing 
non-seasick fellow-passongers at the 
risk of being unable to stand the odour 
of the fragrant weed, or would it be 
better to select a non-smoking compart- 
ment with the certainty of—well, with 
the certainty of the old sceues being 
roponted P : 

Bat while we have accounts of trial 
trips of new steamers, and while 
American progress reminds us of the 
brains that are no doubt still busy 
elaborating some more satisfactory 
scheme than bas yet beon devised for 
a channel railway ferry, we remark 
that the French Government have 
extended for three years the concession 
given to the Channel Tuunel Railway 
Company. This Company has existed 
under one form or another for several 
years. Who first suggested the iden of 
a tunnel it is almost impossible to say, 
but it is more than forty years since 
‘M.Thomé de Gamond begau to elaborate 
® definite scheme, and it is nearly a 
quarter of a century since that scheme 
‘was reported ou bya French Commission. 

Ibis nearly twenty years since Buglish 
Promoters weut into the matter. The 











late Mr. Brassey was one of the most 
ardent supporters, and his interest, no 
less than his capital, proved of much 
service. Many tens of thousands of 
pounds have been spent, but up to the 
present time the tone of pablic opinion 
has not justified the promoters in 
launching a scheme for raising the 
necessary £10,000,000. It is a 
maxim with many men well qualified 
to give an opinion, that no reasonable 
scheme which has once been bond fide 
taken in hand and proved to be 
feasible, ever fails to be carried out. 
It is difficult to prove the falsity of 
such an opinion, because if any old 
scheme be still n scheme, and nothing 
more, its supporters may say its time 
has not yet come; while the Suez 
Canal and the Moant Cenis Tannel, 
not to meution ocean steam navigation, 
are proofs of how pluck and persever- 
ance can live down the most determined 
opposition. 

How far such doctrines hold true in 
China it is difficult to say, but it would, 
we think, be safe to bet that the traveller 
from Peking to London will haye a 
chance of taking his seat in a through 
carringe from Paris to Charing Cross 
before he will hear either in English 
or in its equivalent Chinese, “This 
way to the Tientsin express !”

There has been nothing very staring to 
communicate from here for the past fort- 
night, but during that period the shipping 
trade generally and the tea tradi i 
lar has been quite lively, a1 
than ten -steamers come and gone 
again, which include the Loudoun Castle, 
Laertes, Telemachus, Glenearn, Benarty, 
Malaga and Barcelona, for London; th

14, so far from the tea season drawing to 
Jose, appearances would seem to indicate 
anew departure in the shipping of that 
commodity, as the steamers Ajax and 
Poccia arrived yesterday, and the Benledi, 
the Olaf and the Glenartney aro shortly 
ted, and several other vessels are 
spoken of as coming here to load cargoos 
or fill up.

Some time since the 
Censor Chu Yi-tséng prayed that the holders 
of land in Chihli and Shun-t’ien Fu, belong- 
ing to the nobility, might be allowed a 
reduction of rents in times of dearth, and 
that these ronts might bo collected by the 
local authorities [instead of, as heretofore, 
by agents of the proprietors.] ‘The matter 
was referred to the Governor of Shun-tien 
and the Governor-General of Chihli, and the 
latter now reports that the land in Shun- 
tion and Chihli owned by the nobility.

(8) Memorial from ‘Tso ‘Tsung-t’ang, 
reporting the result of a trial of a Brigadier- 
Goneral for causing the death of an inuo- 
cont person under suspicion of murder. 
The following are the facts. Yi Lien-kuei, 
anative of Kiangsi, commenced life as a 
“brave,” and by his services in the field 
rose froin the rauks to his present position. 
He was recently placed in charge of a 
detachment stationed at a place called 
Sha-ho, in the Chang-yeh District. On 
the 4th of October 1878, a man was found 
on the banks of the river with his throat 
cut, and the matter having been reported 
to the District Magistrate, he called on 
the military to aid him in the capture 
of the unknown murderer. The Briga- 
dier accordingly started a few days later to 
the scene of the murder, noconspanied by 
some of his body-guard. On their way to 
the ground, they passed the door of a house 
occupied by one Tn Liang-chia and his 
uncle Tu Min, who were sitting idly 
in-doors. Yi Lien-kuei saw a sword hanging 
on the wall which belonged t» one of them 
inhis capacity of a train-band soldier, so he 
entered and took it down from the wall. 
There was some rust on the blade which 
the Brigadier mistook for blood, and at 
once suspected the owner of being'the my 
derer of the unknown victim. ‘Ta Li 
chia and Tu Min protested that they hat 
murdered no one, but Yi Lien-kuei would 
not bolieve them and called on his men to 
bind Tu Liang-chia’s hands with ropes 
they had brought with them, and to bring 
him and his uncle back to the station. ‘The 
head of the tithing, who was with the 
patty, was afraid to remonstrate, in such 
torror was he of the Brigadier and his men, 
On. arrival at the station, Yi Lien-kuei 



















































made Tu Liang-chia kneel down while! 


he put him to the question, and Tu 
Liang-chia refusing to admit the crime, 
the Brigadier called on his men to throw 
him to the ground and put a board on 


orders, they jumped upon, injuring the 
calf of the man’s leg, both his feet and 
kuee-caps, his ancles, ete., ete. Tu Lien- 
chia still refused to confess to the murder, 
which so enraged the Brigadier that he 
ordered his men to heat their swords red- 
hot and brand him with the fat. They 
did so, and burned the man on both sides 
over and under the ribs, on the pit of the 
stomach, on both legs, and on the loins. 
‘The man, unable longer to endure the 
pain, then falsely declared that he had 
committed the murder with which he was 
charzed, and was sent on the next day, 
with his uucle, to the Magistrate. He waa 
here again questioned, and as his confes- 
sion was a false one wrung from him under 
torture, his story to the Magistrate was 
full of entradictions, and he was ordered 
to receive a hundred blows. This punish- 
ment, however, did not have the 
effect’ of extracting a clearer statement 
from him, and it was finally discovered 
that he Nad been burnt and otherwise 
inquired by Yi Lien-kuei, The Magistrate 
then ordered one of his underlings to look 
after him and sce to his hurts, but before 
remedies could be given him he died. Au 
inquest was held, at which it was established 
that the sole cause of death were the 
injuries inflicted by Yi Lien-kuei, who was 
thereupon denounced by the Magistrate. 
In the meantime, Ta Min also died, but 
from natural causes, The Brigadier 
having admitted his guilt, the memorialist 
proceeded to pass sentence upon him, but 
ts he ean find no law precisely applicable 
to his ease, he bogs to leave the nature of 
the punishment for His Majesty to decide. 
‘The underlings who carried out the Briga- 
Gier’s orders have absconded.—Referred to 
the Boagd of Punishments. 

September 11th,—(1) A decree express- 
ing the Imperial rogrets at the death of 
Hsia T’ung-shan, Literary Chancellor of 
Kiangsu, Vice-Bresident of the Board 
of Civil ‘Office, and quondam tutor of the 
present Emperor. He is characterised as 
a man of exceptional learning and a diligent 
and conscientious officer, whose death has 
filled the heart of His Majesty with pro- 
found sorrow. The posthumous honours 
allotted to Vice-Presidents aro to be 
bestowed upon him, and the penalties 
recorded t him are to be blotted out. 
His son, Hsia Tun-fu, an expectant second 
Secretary of the Board of Panishments, is 
to have the degreo of chii-jén. bestowed 
upon him, and will be allowed to compete 
for the degree of metropolitan graduate. 

(2) Ch'ion Pao-lien is transferred to the 
Vice-Presidentship of the Board of Civil 
Oftice, and Sun Yi-ching to a similar post 
in the Board of Panishments, Sun Chia-nai 

i being appointed Vice-President 
of the Board of Works. 

(8) Huang Ti-fang 
pointed Literary Chancellor of Kiangsu. 

(4) Postscript memorial from Chou 'T8- 
jun, a member of the Imperial Supervisor- 
ate ‘of Instruction, complaining of the 
spitit of extravagance that pervades the 
ollicial class in the provinces. ‘Their 
expenditure is Javish in the extreme, aud 
the higher officer expects the lower to 
supply his needs. The officers of the pro- 
vineial Governments draw upon department 
and district Magistrates, and the two 
latter bleed the people.” Kuangtung is 
pointed ont as the province in which 
the custom prevails to the greatest extent, 
being brought about by the greed of the 
high authorities, who expect presents before 
a subordinate is sent on special service, 
and another gratuity when this service is 
finished. ‘The result is that the expectants 
of office who do not adopt this custom 
languish in poverty from year to year, and 
those who do are always behindliand with 
the revenues they are called upon to 
return, ‘The department and district 
Magistrates have to give presents to seven 
different officers, boyinning with the Tartar 
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his loft leg, which, at the Brigadier's 


General aud going down lo the provincial 


Taotai and Prefect. As these presents 
have to be offered on the birthdays of each 
official and his wife, and on the three great 
festivals, it follows that each officer has to 
provide no less than thirty-five offeri 

a year, one present, what with gol 
silver, and jade ornaments, silk, satin, 
ete , amounting to no less than seven or 
eiglit thousand taels, exclusive of gate 
fees, That is what is openly given, and 
there are many private bribes and offerings 
also to he taken into account, Under these 
circumstances, the most lucrative appoint- 
ments are ruinous, ‘To take the six large 
departments and districts of the Kuang- 
chow prefecture as an illustration, The 
anuual revenue of these places amounts to 
some hundred thousand taels and upwards, 
and yet the income is not sufficient to 
meet the expenditure, so that at the end 
of his term of office, not only is each 
official behindhand with the Imperial 
revenue, but has besides many private 
debts to pay, which he is forced to 
call upon the ‘people to make good. The 
people, borne down under the pressure 
of these burdens, aré daily in a worse 
plight, and take to gambling or robber 
to retrieve their broken fottunes, while 
if a year of dearth comes upon them 
their ‘condition is still more deplorable, 
Liu K’un-yi, the provious Governor- 
General, not being an avaricious man, set 
an example of self-respect which had a 
good effect upon his subordinates, but the 
‘Abuse is the growth of twenty years, and a 
reforin caunot be worked all at once, ‘The 
present Governor-General and Governor 
being new arrivals, their attitude will be 
carefully watched ‘by their subordinat 
and the present is the moment to impress 
upon these high officers the necessity of 
exercising purity in their administration,

Srr,—I am direoted to inform you that ia 
the Shanghai Courier of 8th inst. there is an 
advertisement of the so-called “ Autuma 
Sweepstakes,” of 5,000 tickets, at one dollar 
each, under the management of Mr. R. PF. 
Martins, a Portngueso subject, tickets for 
which can be obtained at a Chinese carjenter’s 
shop at the corner of Kiagso aud Nankin 
Roads, 

‘This differs altogether from the ordinary 
race lotteries at the Shanghai and Concordia

Fust Day, 
Monday, 18th October, 1880. 

‘The members of the Shanghai Rowing 
Club are to be congratulated on the success 
which attended the opening day of the 
Autumn Regatta. With good sport in 
store for their patrons, everything tended 
towards the thorough enjoyment of the 
oceasion—the weather was delightful—a 
bright sunshiny autumn day—the attend- 
ance of spectators was larger than the 
Father of the Club ever remembers to have 
seen at any previous Regatta, and for 
their convenience and comfort Mr. Miller 
threw open his house and grounds on the 
bank of the Creek, while, for their amuse- 
ment, the Committee, through the kindness 
of Admiral Duperré, wore fortunate enough 
to secure the splendid band of the French 
flagship Thémis. The gathering of ladies 
and gentlemen here, formed, as it were, a 
large garden party, and there was an entire 
absence of the tamencss which is sup- 
posed to characterise rogattas for those 
who take no more than a casnal interest 
in boating. But it was at the Boat-house 
whero tho greatest enthusiasm provailed. 
Here a large crowd of spectators assembled, 
and warmth, jollity and good humour 
reigned supreme in discussing the merits 
and demerits and achievements of the 
various crews. The Mound was another 
great coign of vantage, which was availed of 
mainly by the natives, who mustered here 
in strong force, while on the road higher 
up the river they gave the Creck the 
veritable blue fringe, so often referred 
to in descriptions of the Race Course at the 
spring and antum meetin 

‘The Boating Club has an unenviable repu- 
tation regarding punetuality, and in keeping 
with it, the first event, the men-of-war's 
oats race, which was to have taken place at 
1.30 p.m., did not start till a few minutes 
after two o'clock, which disarranged the 
time for all the other events on the pro- 
gramme. Three men-of-war’s boats put 
in an appearance, but, as nsual, owing 
to the difference in the build of the 
boats, it was a one-sided contest ; a light 
flat-bottomed cutter from the Spanish 
corvette Doia Maria de Molina, though 
handicapped twenty seconds, ran away 
from two heavier boats—one from the same 
vessel and the other from H.M.’s corvette 
Pegasus—and won by more than a dozen 
lengths. 

‘The race between the Scotch and Ger- 
man eights, which is always the most 
important event of the Regatta, was down 
on the programme for 2 o'clock, but as we 
have just stated it was after that hour 
before the boats started in the first race. 
The delay, however, was not the fault of 
the management, but owing to the unsuit 
ability of the tide, which did not turn until 























nearly three o'clock. It was past this hour 





when the Scotch and Germans made their 
appearance on the water, but the time of 
waiting was not wearisome. Betting wasrife, 
Scotchmen and Germans were proud of 
their representatives, while Englishmen 
for once ina while were altogether out of 
consideration. When the tide did suit 
for the great event of the day to be decided, 
it was a capital race for three-quarters of 
the distance, when the Germans, who had 
had a slight lead from the start, took their 
opponent's water, increased theirlead, and 
won leisurely by three lengths, A feature 
of the raco is that it is tho first of the 
kind that has been rowed in tub eights, 
with sliding seats, whereas racing cutters 
with fixed seats were previously used. But 
the greatest feature of all is that it is the 
first time the Germans have mustered a 
crew of eight, and their success, which was 
well-earned and ungrudgingly acknow- 
ledged, is expected to result in the acqui 
tion of several new members to the Club, 

‘The race for the Griffins’ Plate was well 
contested, the “Kittens” winning by acouple 
of lengths ; but the much coveted trophy, 
the Ladies’ Purse, was obtained easily by 
Mr. J. F. Cheetham, who was never pressed 
thwoughout the race. ‘The winner, accom- 
panied by some of the members of the Com- 
mittee, proceeded to Mr. Miller's residenco 
to receive the prize from Miss Pickwoad, 
who had been invited by the Committeo 
to perform the ceremony of presenting 
it, Addressing Mr, Cheetham, Miss 
Pickwond said she had much pleasure 
in making the presontation on behalf of 
the Indies of Shanghai, She was sure all 
the ladies present had followed the race 
with great interest, had admired his (Mr, 
Cheetham’s) rowing, and rojoiced at his 
success. (Applause.) Mr. Cheetham, in 
receiving the prize, thanked the ladies 
for the interest they evinced in 
boating by presenting a purse year after 
year to be competed for. ‘Their presence 
at tho regattas, and their generosity, 
stimulated the members of the Rowing 
Giub, and so long as they obtained 
the support and good wishes of the ladies 
thoy wore more than satisfied. In con- 
cluding, he regretted that Mr. J. Hall was 
unable to compete against him, owing 
to tho severe race he had pulled in the 
International eights. 

‘The challenge eight-oar race was con- 
sidered a moral for the Merchants, but the 
Baukers proved more formidable opponents 
than it was expected they would do, and 
only lost by a couple of lengths. 

There were threo other events in the 
programme, but owing to darkness closing 
in, only one other event was rowed, the 
doubling-sculling race—James Hall and R, 
P. Hunter against T. Brown and 0, Meuser. 
Tt proved to be the best race of the day, 
resulting in a dead keat, which is to be 
rowed off to-day.

‘The boat carrying the Red and White flag 
was a smaller one than cither of her com- 
petitors, and flat bottomed, As it was

‘This ovent was the principal one of the 
regatta. The Germans, who were the 
favourites, were the first to appear afloat, 
quickly followed by the Scotch, who rowed 
@ much cleaner.stroke than’ their more 
powerful opponents. As they paddled up 
the Creek to the starting-point, the nationals 
of each erew were loud in their enthusiasm, 
and though the Germans were most in 
public favour, it was the general opinion 
that the race would be a good one, and 
that whichever won, it would be a’ well- 
earned victory. A’ splendid start was 
effocted, both crews taking tho water simnl- 
taneously, but the Germans, who splashed 
a little in going off, soon forged slightly 
ahead, and obtained a lead of three-quarters 
of a’ length. ‘Tho Scotch, however, 

icked them up rapidly, and at the first 

end—Dowdall rounding it very cleverly 
closo to the mud-bank, while Ashley 
made a wide sweep—both boats were on 
even terms. ‘The Germans rowed a quicker 
stroke—36, against 34 by the Scoteh, and 
they again drew slightly in advance, and 
had improved their lead to more than half 
fa length at the mile post. ‘The Scotch 
spurted spendidly and rowed well together, 
bat the Germans were too much for 
them, and opposite Alpha Farm, it was 
evident that Ashley would soon take 
their water. This he succeeded in 
doing opposite the white rails. It was 
a narrow shave, there being less than half 
a length between the boats when Ashley 
crossed over, It was now evident that the 
Scotch would have to row out to their 
fullest extent, and this they did in good 
style, but the Germans responded with a 
spurt which increased their lead to fully 
two lengths at the Boat-house, passing 
“which they wore loudly cheered, as were 
also the Scotch. ‘Virtually the race was 
now over. ‘The Germans had evidently 
not exhausted their powers, and were 
going within therisolves, stroke uow and 
then waving his hand. ‘They more than 
maintained their lead, and won a. well- 
contested race by about three lengths, or 
thirteen seconds in time. ‘Time, 8 min. 
23} seo. The Germans, when their opponents 
Gnished, gave three ‘hearty cheers, which 

















Germans returned first io the Boat-house, 
where they were received with rounds of 
appliuse, which were repeated again and 
again when the Scotch erew landed. It was 
generally admitted that both crews rowed 
remarkably well, and when the time is 
compared with that of previous races, it 
must be remembered that this is the first 
time the crews have rowed in tub eights, 
‘whereas racing cutters were used in the past.

Cheetham had inside place, Inglis 
was in the centre, and Veitch on the out- 
side. Cheetham took a slight lead for the 
first half-dozen strokes, when the other two 
ran on even terms with him, and the trio 
kept well together for about a couple of 
hundred yards. ‘Then Cheetham again went 
away with the lead, with Veitch second, and 
Inglis behind, and, rowing across the river, 
he was in danger of grounding on the 
bank, Meanwhile Cheetham had obtained 
an advantage of two lengths of Veitch, while 
Inglis fell further behind. Opposite 
er’s, Cheetham had further increased 
his lead, and, now rowing easily, he passed 
the Boat-house fully four lengths ahead.

Seooxp Day, 
Tuesday, 19th October, 1880. 

Beautiful weather again favoured the 
members of the Rowing Club for the con- 
tinuation of their Regatta, and the attend- 
ance of spectators was as large, if not 
larger, than on the previous day. ‘The band 
of the French frigate Thénisag a 
music in Mr. Miller's 
splendid playing adde 
enjoyment of the afternoon's 
only drawback was tho delay between 
the different events, an inconvenience 
which the management did their utmost 
to prevent, but it arose from causes beyond 
their control. It often happens that the’ 
same men have to row in two Consecu- 
tive events, and therefore they require 
breathing time ; besides with good music 
to wile away tho time a little delay can 
hardly be urged as a complaint under the 
circumstances. 

No fewer than eight events were down 
on the programme, and to hurry them on 
as much as possible the Commitiee decided 
that the different crows should row up the 
Creek until the tide turned. Two races 
were decided in thie way. ‘The first 
fone was between men-of-wars gigs from 
ELM.’s ships Pegasus and Vigilant—two 
crews from each—and one of the Vigilant’s 
crews proved successful. The next event, 
an eight-oar race between Veterans and 
Griffins, proved that bont-racing ie almost 
as uncertain as the turf. The Veterans 
were strong favourites, being backed freely 
at 2and3 to 1; but the Griffins, taking 
the lead, rowed remarkably well, and won 
easily by a couple of lengths, ‘The Inter- 
national Four-oar race came next, for 
which three crews were entered—Germans, 
Scotch and English. Previous to the 
defeat of the Seotch eight by the Germans 
on the previous day, the Scotch were 
favourites, but the success of the Teutons 
changed the aspect of affairs, and they 
were backed against the other two crews 
The Scotch were unfortunate in havi 
to substitute at the last moment we 
Buchanan for 0. J. Dudgeon, who was 
unable to row, the heat of the sun on 
Monday having affected his health. Right 
well did the Germans prove that they 
were worthy of the favourable opinion 
held respecting them. Fortune favoured 
them in tossing for position ; they secured 
first place, went away with the start, 
were never passed, and won a good 
race by nearly two lengths of the Scotch, 
the English being fifty yards in the rear. 
None of the other events call for special 
comment. A full description of them 
will be found below :— 

Mzy-or-Wan’s Boat Race.—Gige, No 
entrance fee.

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‘Tho four boats put in an appearance | 
shortly after the time appointed for the | 
start, but some difficulty was experienced 
in getting them off in consequence of each 
of the Vigilant’s boats being six-oared, 
whereas those from the Pegasus had only 
five-oars. Tho starter suggested that the 
five-oared boats should receive an allowance 
of three seconds, but the crews demurred, 
and one of their number asked for forty 
seconds. It was ultimately arranged that 
Red should throw out an oar, id that 
Red and White should retain their six oars 
and give the others an allowance of five 
seconds. Blue and White, which was one 
of the two boats in the centre, went away 
with the lead, closely followed by Red 
and White, ‘with the others nearly 
abreast a length behind. This order 
was maintained to the Boat-house, where 
Red fouled Blue, and both boats went 
on to the bank, where they remained 
for a few seconds. Meanwhile the other 
two boats obtained a lead of fully fifty 
yards, Blue and White maintaining the 
forward position and increasing the lead all 
the way up, but after rounding the turn at 
the top, Red and White drew on them 
slightly. Blue’ and White won a well- 
rowed race by seventeon seconds, or 
botweon twelve and fifteen lengths in 
distance. No official time was taken. 
Red and Blue rowed over the course, 
but they did not succeed in getting near 
to their more fortunate opponents.

‘This race ranks second in importance on 
the programme, that between the German 
and Scotch eights for the Merchants’ Plate 
taking precedence of it. The start was 
to have taken place at 3.30, at which time 
the starter and umpire were at their places, 
but they had to wait for fully three 








quarters of an hour before any of the crews 





made their appearance. The Germans, 
who were freely backed against the other 
two boats, first paddled up, followed by the 
Scotch, and the English came five minutes 
afterwards. In tossing for position the 
Germans were successful and took inside 
place, the English being in the centre and 
the Scotch outside. A very even start was 
effected at the first attempt, but, if any- 
thing, it was slightly in favour of the 
Germans, who were the first to take the 
water, and they went away, after a fow 
strokes, with a lead of half a length. The 
Scotch and English for the first one 
hundred yards were on eveu terms ; then 
the Scotch drew away from them and closed 
with the Germans. The latter, hav 
inside place, more than held their own 
in rounding the bend, and soon after- 
wards daylight could’ be seen between 
their boat and that of the Scotch, while 
the English had fallen two or three lengths 
behind. The Germans’ coxswain steered 
down the centre of the Creek, and the 
Scotch turned in as if to run for inside 
place, but for a couple of hundred yards 
kept in the wash from the German boat. 
Meanwhile the English had fallen further 
behind, and their chance was now hopeless. 
At the mile-post the Germans had not 
increased their lead, and the Scotch, in the 
row to Marchwood, drew slightly on them, 
but the Germans, responding gamely to 
their coxswain, again put two le 
between them, which was the posi 
which they were in passing Miller's. Here 
the English were half-a-dozen lengths 
behind. The Scotch put on a spurt opposite 
the Boat-house aud momentarily improved 
their position, but the Germar 
much for them, rowing remarkably well, 
and they won a splendid race by between 
two and three lengths, or a difference in 
time of 8} seconds.

It was a pity that it was dark before this 
race came on.

POLICY TOWARDS COREA. 

That Corea cannot remain a sealed-up 
book for many more years is what eve 
one sees but the Coreans themselves. It is 
very advantageously situated for trade, and 
is cooupied by an industrions population 
It lies between two more powerful races on 
its east and west, both of whom are note- 
able for commercial activity. It occupies 
a contral position between the Russian 
settlements on the Amoor coast and the 
English commercial Settlement of Shang- 
hai. Tt stands in the midst of thoso 
marine highways, the Sea of Japan and 
the Yollow Sea, which each year are 
traversed by an’ ever-increasing number 
of merchant steamers, Inland seas pro- 
mote traffic and the intercourse of distant 
cities. To cross the sea is to become 
acquainted with new customs and habits of 
thought and language. The position of 
Corea is eminently favourable for a civilis- 
ing development. The people of that 
peninsula would be very much the better 
for it in their morals and in their minds, 
as well as in material respects. Credible 
accounts assure us that the strata of coal 
and iron-stone which are of such immense 
extent in China are continued into Corea, 
and the natives describe the coal and copper 
of Corea as very abundant, It could not 
be otherwise. Coren, therefore, might 
be expected to be rich in coal just 
as Shansi, Chihli and Japan are rich in 
coal. What might be expected to be the 
case is actually the case, as shown by the 
testimony of the natives, though authors 
‘on Qorea do not mention the fact. 

If Russia were to conquer the north- 
eastern part of Corea she would obtain 
possession of valuable copper mines, 
pointed out by the natives in localities in 
that part of the map of their country, 
Four years have passed since the 
‘Tapanese treaty was mado, and the execu- 
tion of another such document by some 
other nation is still a contingency of the 
future, A favourable opportunity for make 
ing a treaty has so far been lost. When the 
Japanese lind finished their negotiations, 
another Power might with advantage 
have pressed for similar privileges. But 
the occasion has lipped by. “In theso 
circumstances it would be a good thing 
to reconsider what should be done. ‘The 
Coreans want advice and aid from’ China 
against Russia. ‘The Chinese cannot give 
to the Corean Ambassador now in the 
capital of the Celestial Empire any- 
thing but sympathy and — condolin, 
regrets. ‘They can "promise them. aid 
in negotiating, ‘but none in fighting. 
The Coreans would bo delighted to make 




















a treaty with any strong foreign Power 
that would befriend them in the case of 
le advances from their dangerous 





neighbour on the north-east. ‘The Chinese 
and the Coreans are alike afraid of Russia 
having desigus on Corea. It is much on 
the mind of the Governor of Shansi in his 
now duties. He has charge of 40,000 or 
50,000 men on the Manchurian coast-line, 
his own head-quarters being now at Shan- 
hai Kuan. From that point to Moukden 
the whole country is garrisoned according to 
the old ideas of the Chinese, a legion of 600 
in each encampment. Beyond Moukden 
to the east and south-east no provision 

ypears to have been made against Russia 
in case of wat. It is this that troubles the 
minds of the Corean statesmen, and led to 
their sending their Embassy. : 

Let it be woll understood that the 
Goreans are not so poor as has been said, 
They have endless supplies of coal, copper, 
and iron. Beggars are few in Corea com- 
pared with China, ‘The mountains are 
numerous, but they aro well-wooded, and 
woods are’one of the chief constituents in 
making a emutry rich. The plaing 
are certainly fertile, “The history of 
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the Catholic mission speaks of faith- 
fulness in ution and depth of 
religious belief. ‘This is an interesting point 
in the character of the people, and gives us 
confidence in the expectation that on closer 
acquaintance unpleasant features that meet 
the observer upon his first acquaintance 
with them would be compensated for 
by a susceptibility of religious feeling and 
the exhibition of those domestic virtues 
which accompany that feeling. 

‘Any strong European Power that would 
promise the Coreans to help them diplomati- 
ally against the Russiaus, could now 
obtain from them with little difliealty a 
treaty with conditions of more value to 
commerce than at a later period when the 
fear of Russian aggression shill have passed 
away. 








THE 8.8. “ MEE-FOO.” 


Rather more than ordinary interest 
attaches to thesteamer Mee-foo, inasmuch as 
she is the first steamer thai has been, if not 
exactly built, atany rate re-constructed, for 
trade with foreign ports, under the auspi 

ofa Chinese Company. She was formerly 
an iron barque called tho Benclutha, and was 
towed down to Shanghai in July of last 
yoar, having been bought as a wreck by a 
Tepresentative of the firm of Messrs. S.C, 
Farnham & Oo, She then went into the 
ook belonging to that firm at Tang-ka-doo, 
and it was decided to convert her into a 
sorew steamer for Chinese passenger tratlic, 
Accordingly on Saturday, the 17th of April, 
after having been cut through about the 
contre, the forward part was drawn 67 
feot 6 inches away from the other, (a cou- 
siderable number of visitors witnessing the 
operation). ‘To this extent she has been 
lengthened, and fitted with compound 
direot-acting inverted cylinder engines of 
160-horse power nominal, supplied by the 
firm of Messrs. W. B. Thompson & Co., 
Dundeo. Her high pressure cylinder is 30 
inches in diametor, low pressure, 56 ; length 
ofatroke, 36. ‘here are two tubular boilers, 
constructed by Messrs. S. 0. Farnham &Ov., 
L1feotG inches in length aud 12 feet 4 inches 
in diameter, and a vertical superheater i 
attached, 8feet high and 8 feet in diameter. 
Bach boiler has threo furnaces. ‘the 
ateamer’s shaft will work in a water-tight 



































tunnel 6 feet high and 4 feet wide. Hor 
dimensions are :—Length of main deck, 
271 feet ; length over all, 205; beam amid- 


ships, 93; depth of upper ‘deck 7 feet 
G inches. depth between decks, 7 feet 
8 inch depth of hold, 12 feet 6 
inches ; total depth, 26 fect 3 inches. Her 
tonnage is 1,284 ‘net, aud 1,745 gross. 
She has patent steam’ starting year and 
governor and turning gear, ‘There are four 
wator-tanks, with a capacity of 20,000 
gallons, and two condensers that will make 
1,000 gallons of fresh water per day. Of 
the eight boats, tree are life-boats fitted 
with air tanks, aud four of themare provided 
with patent tripping gear, Sle has been pro- 
vided with a 12-inch whistle, the largest on 
the Coast, that uf the©.C.8.N, Co.'s steamer 
Sin Nanzing coming next, with a diameter 
0f,10 inches. Her course will be steered 
by three Ainerican spirit compasses, which 
we understand are considered by’ many 
nautical men the best now in use. ‘The 
saloon is aft, on the main deck, and is roomy 
and tastefully decorated ; four state-rooms 
for foreign passengers lead out of it and a 
bath-room aud other conveniences are close 
at hand. ‘The store-room, sail-room and 
pantry are just forward of the galoon, A 
house 11 feet 4 inches in length, by 13 feet 
4 inches in width, with a height of 6 feet 6 
inches, has been erected on the upper deck 
for the special use of Chinese passengers 
who wish to amoke opium. We have not 
heard of anything of this kind on a steamer 
before. On the large steamers that cross 
tho Pacific Ocean, a space is divided off on 
the main deck for their use, but there is 
no other provision made, 





























‘There is accommodation for about 800 
Chinese passengers, with a hospital and 
doctor's quarters. "The officers’ rooms are 
on the upper deck forward. The galleys 
are large and fitted with every convenience ; 
there is one for the cabin, one for the use 
of the crew, and another for the Chinese 
passengers ; this latter contains two steam 
boilers for cooking rice and also tivo ranges. 

‘The carrying capacity of the steamer 
will be about $0,000 pieut 

We understand that the steamer, whose 
name was selected for her by H.E. Li Hanz- 
chang, is at present owned by Mr. C. P. 
Blethen, aud will sail under the American 
flag, the ayents for the vessel being the 
China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Com- 
pany. She is to run between the 
Southern ports, Honolulu and San Fran- 
cisco. Captain Cunningham, Iate of the 
C.MLS.N. Co.'s steamer eli, takes the 
command, his place on the smaller steamer 
being taken by Captain Warwick. Mr. 
Pomquist, recently second officer on board 
the Haeting, will he chief oficer, and Mr. 
Banfield, late of the Kiangpiau, has received 
the appointment of second ‘mate. Mr. 
Clements, late chief engineer on the Hae- 
ting, will’ take charge of the engines. 

On the 13th instant, the Mec.foo 
went down to the Inuer Lightship and 
back for atrial trip. Punetually at eight 
o'clock in the morning as the gun 
was fired from the Spanish man-of-war at 
ashort distance from where the Mee-foo was 
lying just above the Oki Dock, the Stars 
and Stripes were hoisted astern, and 
the ensign of the China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation “Company rose to the main, 
‘A number of ladies and gentlemen, who 
had been invited to avail themselves 
of the trip as a pleasure exeursion, were 
on board. Among them were Captain 
L, Kalgneras of the Russian corvette 
Nayesduil:, Captain Barton, Government 
Marine Surveyor at Shanghai, Dr. Mac- 
‘owan, aud gentlemen from the offices of 

essrs. Primrose and Oo., and Messrs. 
Siemssen and Co., and Captain Pratt of the

doubt as to the fact of the vessel 
possessing beauty, and he confidently 
anticipated that the owners would find 
their riches increased in the future by 
means of her exertions. She had formerly 
borne “the flag that braved a thousand 
years the battle and the breeze,” and the 
present company sat under the spangled flag 
on which Heaven had cast its sunshine for 
more than a hundred years, He supposed 
that a time would come when she would 
carry the dragon flag into distant porta. 
He ‘hoped that the vessel would live toa 
ripe old age ; and that she would never be 
seut to sea after she had ceased to be fully 
able to contend successfully with the 
elements, but that in some quiet harbour she 
would terminate her career peacefully, 
Referring to the Hochung, the doctor 
remarked that the Chinese might havo 
received an impression from the published. 
reports of the case, that the United 
States Government had beon unjust aud 
harsh in its action, but news had been 
received, dated the 24th of August, that the 
President was about to issue a proclamation. 
by which tho Hochung would be admitted 
to the port of San Francisco on the 
sate footing as the vessels of tho most 
favoured nation. The Chinese Govern- 
ment now knew, and the Japanese Govern- 
ment would soon know, that the Ameri- 
can people did not wish to have a dollar in 
their Treasury that had not been legally 
aud honourably acquired. He then pro- 
posed the health of the owner, that of 
tho officers of the vessel, and success to 
the China Merchauts’ Steam Navigation 
Company, expressing the hope that the 
ship would always be commanded by as 
skilful, faithful and fearless men as her 
present set of officers, 

‘The speech was received with enthusiasm, 
and as there were no alcoholic beverages on 
the table, their places were supplied by soda, 
water, lemonade, tea and colfee, As the 
steamer approached the Woosung Bar, it was 
evident nits there was not suflicient water 
to allow her to cross it, a0 that, as one 
gentleman facetiously remarked, ‘the Tom- 
perauce steamer was detained at the Bar for 
want of water after all.” An opportunity 
was afforded by the anchor being cast 
at 1.40, to exhibit the mode of working 
the steam windlass, which is worke 
by a high pressure double cylinder 
engine, which can be worked up to 50-horse 
power. This engine is placed below, 
it being much better to have it there than 
on deck, as it is more easily kept clean, 
The windlass was supplied by Messrs, 
Matthew Paul and Co., of Dumbarton, 
and we are informed that the only one 
like it on the cvast is that on board the 
Hankwang. It is so constructed that one 
man can control its action, and can let 
‘out one anchor, and heave in on the other; 
or pay out or haul in both simultaneously, 
as desired.

. Cu, 's steamer Kiuuypian 
was abuut half or theee quarters of a tnile 
ahead, but, in spite of being slowed down 
once or twice, the new steamer passed the 
one that had’ just arrived from Haukow a 
little this side of Collier's Duck. A few 
minutes after six v’elock the China Mer- 
chants’ Company's lower wharf was reached, 
and the anchor dropped. ‘The tide had 
been against the Mee-foo all the way up, 
the vessels in the river not having swung 
when she cast anchor. ‘The ago 
rate of speed of the engines was 60 revo- 
Jutions per minute. The trip was con- 
jered by all to be eminently satisfactory 
every respect. ‘There was not the 
slightest “hitch” in any of the arr 
meuts, and nothing seemed to yo wrong, 
‘The engines worked well, and the vessel 
was found to bo very easily handled as she 
answered her helm readily, The rate of 
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speed attained caused both owner and 
enuineers to look cheerful ; it must remem- 
ered that she had the tide against her both 
ways, and the circumstance that her deck 
was some sixteen or eighteen feet from the 
water can scarcely be considered to have 
‘been in her favour. A more beautiful day 
as far as the weather was concerned it 
would have been impossible to obtain, 
being bright and sunny without being 
unpleasantly warm. ‘The ladies and gentle- 
men who had received invitations for 
the day's outing appeared thoroughly to 
enjoy themselves, and nothing ocoutred to 
mar in any way the day’s pleasure. Cap- 
tain Cunningham and his officers and 
engineers are certainly to be congratulated 
on the successful manner in which their 
duties wore discharged, and the auspicious 
manner in which the steamer may be said 
to have started in life, while the members 
of the firm of Messrs. 8. C. Farnham and 
Co, doubtless felt that there was good 
ground for the numerous expressions of 
fatisfaction that were heard from all on 
ard. 


HBAVY GALE IN JAPAN. 

Yokohama was visited by a severe gale 
of wind on tho evening of the rd inst. 
which is supposed to have been a portion 
of a typhoon passing closely to the north- 
ward. ‘The weather had been uncertain 
throughout the day,—heavy rain squalls 
tervating with bright, sunshine, —but 
shortly after 8 p.m, the barometer bogan 
to fall rapidly, ‘The wind was then 
8.E., but gradually shifted to S.S.W., the 
warm, damp gusts which permeated every- 
thing’ giving warning of some approaching 
atmospheric disturbance. At midnight 
there was but little wind, but soon 
afterwards it gradually freshened, and 
backed to S.S.E., accompanied with a 
heavy deluge of rain, In this quarter it 
remained until about 1.30 a.m., when it 
suddenly backed to N.N.E. and blew a 
erfoct hurricane until 3 a.m., after which 
it gradually subsided, and, in fact, almost 
died away, until 8’a.m., when’a fresh 
breeze again blew from the N.N.W. ‘Lhe 
damages—without being alarminy—are suf- 
ficiently serious, On the Bluff nearly all 
the fences are levelled with the ground, 
andl most of the houses have suffered more 
or less, portions of the roofs, eaves, tiles, 
&e., hinving been carried away.” ‘The 
damage done to gardens, é&e., has also

Most of the 
merchant vessels also dragged, but, so far 
as we can learn, but little damage was done 
except at the English Hatoba.

| which are usually moored there for shelter, 
| anda melancholy account of wrecked and 
‘damaged sampans, gigs, steam launches, 
| and lighters was to hand the next morning. 
Altogether the typhoon—though severe,— 
was a short one, and we seem to have 
| escaped with less damage than when the dur- 
ation of a storm has been more prolonged. 
‘The lowest reading ashoze of the barometer 
was 28.64. The following are particulars 
of the winds and barometer, with which we 
have been favoured by H.M.S. Fly:

‘Phe damages caused by the last severe 
storm in the capital were considerable. The 
number of houses damaged and persons 
injured is incalenlable. “The roof of the 
Accountant's Bureau in the Treasury 
Department was destroyed. In the barracks 
at Yurakucho the fire look-out and one 
bnilding were damaged, and fourteen soldiers 
were killed and thirty-two injured, who 
were sent to the hospital. In Tsukidji 
the force of the gale was most felt 
and 21 houses were blown down and many 
others damaged. In the prison at Tsukuda- 
jima several buildings wore destroyed. In 
the stable in the Imperial Household Depart- 
ment, a building occupied by bettocs was 
demolished and ten of the men were severely 
wounded, of whom two died at once. The 
corvette Kauko Kan, near the Naval Depart- 
parted her cables, and a mast of the 
tsi-yo, which was being repaired, was 
Llown down, Many junks and small boats 
in the neighbourhood of Tsukidji sank 
or were blown away to sea. Great damage 
was done all over the city, aud numbers 
were killed and injured. “By an official 
roport we learn that 1,086 houses were 
destroyed ; 12 damaged’ by water ; 2,376 
more or “less injured. ‘Twelve persons 
killed (Akebono says 26), and 23 
rel (Akebono says 85). 

‘The storm was not confined to Yokohama 
| and okin. According to oflicial telegratns, 
se’ e rivers that cross the Tokaido 
werv flooded and impassable, and many 
houses were washed away, aud the damage 
done to private and Government property 
was very great.—Japan Herald. 

At Kobe the gale was experienced in all 
its severity, and the damage to property in 
ession and in the native 
tensive.

shook to theit very foundations, and it 
was dangerous to walk in the streets. ‘The 
following morning scenes of wreck and 
could be seen in every street. Some 
ings had entirely collapsed, roofs had 
been stripped of their tiles, large trees had 
been uprooted, and the streets were every- 
where strewn with broken tiles, zine water- 
spouts and broken timber. | ‘The most 
lextensive damage is that which has 
befallen the Kobe Regatta and Athletic 
Club, for the Boat-house was entirely 
destroyed, and with it all the fine boats,— 
Canton fonr, single and double sculls, 
jeances, and almost every thing it con- 
tained ; and this is not all the loss sustained 
by the Club, for the Theatre and Gymna- 
sium building at the south-east corner of 
the Recreation Ground is also entirely 
destroyed. At thegas worksa large quantity 
of tiles were carried from the roof of the main 
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building, while at the Kobe Iron Works 
and the Kobe Paper Mills the damage was 
more extensive. ‘The British Consulate 
premises also suffered considerably and a 
part of the roof of the Protestant Church 
was carried-away, while the walls of the 
building itself are said to have gone several 
inches out of plumb. ‘Three of the finest 
fic-trees at the Sanno-miya Temple were 
up-rooted, one of them falling on the 
‘Temple and doing much injury. In every 
street the buildings have sustained damage, 
a description of which occupies nearly three 
columns of the News. ‘Ihe Japanese houses 
do not seem to have suffered much, the 
damage being principally among foreign 
built houses, while the storm was not so 
severely felt in the harbour as it would 
have been had the wind come from an 
opposite direction. Native craft however 
suffered considerably, and four boatmen aro 
known to have been drowned, and several 
others are reported missing. 

‘The French mail steamer Mensaleh arrived 
at Yokohama at three o'clock on the Sth inst. 
Sho had experienced rough weather durin, 
the passage, and was in the neighbourhood 
of three typhoons : the first shortly after 
leaving port, the second in the vicinity of 
Formosa, and the third off the Japanese 
coast ont he 3rd instant. She escaped 
however the fall violence of the storm on 
each occasion, and no injury was done to 
the vessel. 














CHINA AS A MARKET FOR AUSTRALIAN WOOL, 

The attention of manufacturers and pro- 
ducers of various commodities is constantly 
directed to China as a market for their 
‘goods. Though many foreign articles aronow 
used or consumed there, their sale is small 
to what it may become, ‘The Europ 
American merchants are endeavouring 
bring to the notice of the Chinese the things 
in common use in the west, trusting 
utility is seen, they will be in 

It is urged that the four 
hundred millions of China ought to buy 
many things they do not buy now, and to 
purchase ore of thos already sold f thom, 
‘Phe captivating phrase, “four hundrod 
uuillions,” ia, however, likely to mislead, 
Tt has misled before. When China was 
thrown open to foreign trade, some British 
manufacturers indulged in lively expecta- 
tions of an enormous sale of tiieit goods, 
Calculations, it is sad, were made as to 
how long the Lancashire mills would be 
occupied in turning out suflicient calico for 
trousers for the four hundred million pairs 
of Chinese legs; as to what number of 
pianos would be taken by the millions 
of Chinese householders; and as to 
the quantity of knives and forks that 
would be needed to enable the Celestials to 
dine in a proper and civilised manner. 
Yet at the present moment, only a minority 
of the inhabitants of the Middle Kingdom 
are clothed in foreign-made fabrics; the 
Celestial ear has no appreciation of foreign 
music, and the cheap and simple chopsticks 
ave preferred to the best Shetficld cutlery. 
But China, though she has not realised the 
sanguine hopes some manufacturers formed 
of her purchasing capacity, has already 
become, and is becoming more and more, & 
valuable market for foreign commodities. 
Social revolutions are often of greater 
consequence than political revolutions ; 
and the foreign merchants in China are 
slowly but. surely bringing about a change 
in the social life and habits of the people 
which will ultimately exercise the greatest 
influence upon that vast Empire. 

It is too much the fashion to speak of 
China as being hopelessly conservative, as 
bearing an inextinguishable hatred to 
foreigners and all that is foreign, and as 
desiring nothing better than to remain 
wrapped up in a mantle of exclusiveness, 
No doubt a great deal might be said in 
support of all these assertions; and a 
deal might be urged to disprove them. 
‘Those, however, who, from long residence, 
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best know the country, will say that! factures, amongst which may be men- 


foreign opinion, acting’ somewhat as a 
kind” of moral ‘policeman, is compelling 
it to “move on” in the path of progress 
and.civilisation, though the pace is not so 
quick as to satisfy those personally inter- 
ested, nor indeed, her truest friends. It 
is important 2 soem, that China a 
progressing, and that as she progresses she 
will be more ready to adopt foreign ideas 
and:to-purchase foreign goods. Above all 
else, the Chinese are a practical people. 
‘They quickly see their own interests, and 
do not allow national pride or ignorance 
to stand in the way of solid advantages. 
Though the Chinaman may hate the 
foreigner, he will buy the foreigner’s goods 
if better and cheaper than his own. He 
travels by a foreign steamboat in preference 
to his native junk ; he has discarded the 
ancient flint and steel for foreign matches ; 
he burns kerosene oil becat it is superior 
to unything produced in his own land; and 
whon he was given tho opportunity of 
riding on a railway he embraced it eagerly. 
‘These common facts serve to show that the 
people of Ohina are far less conservative 
than is supposed, and it is encouraging to 
recollect them when an attempt is made to 
introduce further changes in their personal 
habits or domestic life, 

‘The clothes of the millions of China are 
now made of cotton, but there seems no 
good reason why they should not be made 
Of wool, or of a mixture of wool and cotton. 
A large portion of China is very cold during 
the winter months, and the Chinese, who 
donot heat their rooms by fires, use extra 
clothing to keep themselves warm, those 
who have the means wearing wadded 
garments, Coarse woollen cloth would 
probably answer this purpose better, and 
in the end prove cheaper and more durable, 
Unfortunately the Chinese have not hitherto 
had an opportunity of purchasing such a 
material, mo. wool being grown. in the 
country except in the far north. The 
attention of the Chinese has, however, 
lately been drawn to tho superiority of 
woollen garments; and during the past 

a largo woollen manufactory, partly, 
it is understood, a Government under- 
taking, hos beon established in the 
north-west. The machinery was obtained 
from Europe, and foreign workmen were 
brent out to teach the natives to use 

cently, also, at Shanghai, the most 

of the ports open to foreign trade, 
experiments have beon made with imported 
wool, Many of the natives continue to 
work up the home-grown cotton on their 
own primitive looms; and an endeavour 
hhas been mado, in a humble way, to induce 
them ‘in the same manner to manufacture 
cloth made of wool, or of wool and cotton. 
‘The result was apparently successful, the 
rough coarse material that was produced 
being very strong and well adapted for 
clothing for the poor Chinese. The 
advantages of this system are that there is 
no neceatiy to import costly machinery and 
foreign skilled workmen, as the manufac- 
ture can be carried on’ at home, and at 
times when there is no other occupation, 
Unfortunately, the experiments could not 
be continued to any really useful result, in 
consequence of the failure of the firm’ by 
which they were being conducted, and we 
understand that nothing further has been 
done in the matter for some time. These 
experiments might be resumed without 
much trouble or risk ; or the cloth might be 
manufactured in the colonies and exported 
to China. If the cost of labour be here too 
great, it might be worth while considering 
whether a large manufactory might not 
rofitably be established in China, where 
bour is ‘abundant, cheap, and useful for 
all purposes where special aptitude and 
trained skill are not needed. e Chinese 
are patient, sober, trustworthy, and indus- 
trious, postessing just the qualities which 
would make them excellent factory opera- 
tives, The example of Japan, which is 
now successfully competing in some manu- 


















































tioned paper and matches, with Europe, is 
encouraging for beginning such an under- 
taking. But whatever the means by which 
cheap, strong, and enarse woollen loth 
can be placed in the Chinese markets, the 
practical nature of the people would soon 
cause them to appreciate it and to use it 
for clothing. Thus there would be a greatly 
increased demand for wool, which would 
fetch considerably higher prices. The 
opening up of a new and extensive market 
one Which possibly may prove the largest 
in the world—for this important article of 
colonial produce, deserves the attention of 
all who are interested in the trade and 
prosperity of Australia.—Sydney Mail.

CHINESE IN THE COLONIES. 

An intelligent Chinese. correspondent 
informs the Cooktown Herald that there 
are now nearly 100 of his coun- 
trymen at work on the Chinese sugar 
plantation between Cairns an@ Port Dou- 





glas; that sites are being marked out! 





for more ambitious dwellings than the 
ordinary Chinese hut, and that in about 
six months at least ten Chinese ladies are 
expected to join their lords. A large 
influx from the Flowery Land is expected 
next year, the new arrivals bringing with 
them their native seeds, plants, furniture, 
and other adjuncts of a permanent settle- 
ment. Several merchant mandarins in 
Melbourne and Sydney are waiting the 
result of the first season's crop before 
embarking in other ventures of a like 
nature. If we mistake not this is the thin 
edge of a very: thick wedge. 

At a meeting of the Furniture Manufac- 
turers’ Association, held at Sydney 
the 9th September, in the ‘Prades’ Hall 
Mr. N. Melville, member of the New 
South Wales Legislative Assembly, delivered 
an address on the Chinese question. Mr, 
Samuel Bennett was in the chair, Mr, 
Melville gave a rapid sketch of the Chineso 
in New South Wales from their first 
introduction. Ho stated that they wero 
gradually supplanting Europeans in various 
trades, aud undertook such positions as 
nursemaids, shepherds, carpenters, eabinet- 
makers and others. ‘They had now their 
own furniture warehouses and supplied tho 
publics and had their own groceries with 

jaropean employés serving behind their 
counters, He strongly condemned tho 
action of the subsidised mail steamers of 
the Torres Straits line in employing Chinese 
and coolies. Ho stated that he deomed 
the treaty between England and China 
debarred the colonies from passing laws for 
the exclusion of the Chinese, fle dopre- 
cated granting them the franchise, for they 
would never become permanent colonists, 
A vote of thanks was awarded to Mr, 
Melville for his address, which was fre- 
quently applauded during delivery.
